RaDAR Contest 5 November 2011 

Aim. An event aimed at promoting the use of Rapid Deployable Amateur Radio (Ra- 
DAR) stations and antennas, preferably without relying on normal mains power (Eskom). This 
contest is for everyone, at home, mobile or in the field. Any mode can be used CW, SSB, AM, 
FM or any digital mode. Any amateur band or Satellite can be used. The points system is so 
structured as to encourage portable operation. Score multipliers are used to reward and fa- 
vour the Portable / RaDAR stations using temporary antennas and alternative power supply 
sources. 

Date and Time. The first Saturday of November (5 November 2011), starting at 12:00 
UTC and ending at 18:00 UTC (14:00 CAT to 20:00 CAT (6 hours = Approximately 4 during 
the day and 2 at night) 

Bands and Modes. All amateur bands allowed including cross band contacts via ama- 
teur satellites. QSOs via terrestrial repeaters will NOT be allowed. Modes - All amateur 


modes.

Recommended digital modes frequencies — refer to the General Rules, Rule 16. 

Exchange. The exchange is your call sign, name, RS(T) report, QTH and grid locator. If 
the grid locator is not known, then some other information that could describe the location, 
e.g. Mabula Lodge, 40 km west of Warmbaths. 

Scoring. 1 point per QSO. 1 QSO per mode, per band / satellite, per call sign. 

Multipliers. The following multipliers are applicable to determine the final score. 
Category multiplier: 

X 1 - Home station 

X 2 - Field station 

X 3 - RaDAR station (Refer to ‘What constitutes a true RaDAR Station?’ below) 

The definitions listed in the General Rules of the SARL Contest Manual defines the above sta- 
tions types accurately. A mobile station will be treated as a field station. A portable station 
not meeting the requirements as a field station will be treated as a home station. 

Power multiplier: 

The power multiplier that applies is determined by the highest power output of any 
of the transmitters used during the contest. 
5 watts or less the power multiplier is 6. 

6 to 50 Watts, the power multiplier is 4. 
51 watts or greater, the power multiplier is 2. 

Bonus points for Portable and RaDAR stations. Five (5) Points (equivalent to five 
QSOs) for a minimum of one satellite or any digital mode QSO involving a computer. For 
clarity: thereafter 1 point per Satellite / Digital modes QSO. 

What constitutes a true RaDAR Station? To be considered as a true RaDAR station, 
the entire station equipment, radios, batteries, mast, antennas and refreshments must be 
easily port-able and hence the need to carry the equipment for at least 1 km prior to setting 
up. 

For the sake of safety, it will be acceptable to carry / backpack your en-tire station for 
a distance of at least 1 km and end up where you started from - your home, campsite, picnic 
site, motor vehicle or wherever you choose to operate from.

Logbook of The World Experiencing Delays 

Due to a large number of radio amateurs uploading their logs to Logbook of The 
World, http://www.arrl.org/logbook-of-the-world, after last weekend's CQ Worldwide SSB 
Contest, the ARRL's online QSL verification service is experiencing delays. According to ARRL 
IT Manager Michael Keane, KIMK, there is about a 60-hour wait for the more than 10 000 
logs in the queue to be processed. "Logs are processed in the order in which they were re- 
ceived," he explained. "If you have uploaded your log to LoTW, your log is currently queued 
for processing. It has not been lost in the system. Uploading your log multiple times will only 
further delay your log and those of others to be processed."

5 April 1982 are eligible. QSL cards are NOT required, send a certified list of eligible contacts 
from your Log Book. The cost of the Award is $4.00 US. The current total of available 'coun- 
tries’ is 34. 

Eligible countries are those in ITU Region 3 whose amateur societies are members of 
IARU Region 3. These are Australia, Bangladesh, Brunei, China (PRC), Chinese Taipei (Taiwan), 
Fiji, French Polynesia (FO8 only), Hong Kong, India, Indonesia, Japan, Korea, Macau, Malaysia, 
New Caledonia, New Zealand, Pakistan, Papua New Guinea, Philippines, Pitcairn Islands, Sa- 
moa, Singapore, Solomon Islands, Sri Lanka, Thailand, Tonga, Vanuatu and Vietnam. 

PLUS - ONE Country credit from US Territories in the Pacific from Guam, Northern 
Marianas, American Samoa, Wake Island, Baker Howland Group, as represented by the ARRL 
OR ONE Country credit from Chago Archipelago (VO9), represented by the RSGB. 

The requirements for Award as from 1 January 1986 are: 

Basic - 7 areas; 
Silver Endorsement - 15 areas; 
Gold Endorsement - 20 areas. 

These to be reviewed as considered necessary by the custodian who would recom- 
mend appropriately to the Secretariat. Awards may be endorsed for any mode or band.

UK Car manufacturers steer clear of digital radio 

The UK Government's switchover date for digital radio may need some fine-tuning, as 
a new survey of car manufacturers reveals at least half are steering clear of the new technol- 
ogy. 

As part of its Digital Britain vision, the Department for Culture, Media and Sport 
named 2015 as the deadline for turning off its ageing analogue radio network, in favour of 
digital sets. The move would mean the vast majority of today's in-car tuners would cease to 
work overnight. However, slow take up, and new findings from Auto Express suggest the 
switchover could now be delayed until 2017. 

A survey of 24 mainstream car manufacturers by Auto Express has revealed a stag- 
gering 50 per cent don't offer any digital radio units for their model range, even as an op- 
tional extra. Meanwhile, almost 60 per cent of new vehicles registered this year came with no 
option for digital radio.

DX Code of Conduct 


I will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 
1 will only call if 1 can copy the DX station properly. 

I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 
I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX 
frequency or in the QSX slot. 

I will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 

I will always send my full call sign. 

I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 
When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it 
incorrectly. 

I will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 

I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
